CULTURE 


Daylilies are very easily grown without any fuss or cod- 
dling, but like any other flower if one would like fine 
giant blooms, it is best to grow them in a well drained 
soil. Add plenty of Oak leaf-mold or cow manure and 
a handful of bone-meal to each plant. Plant crown of 
plant one inch beneath soil surface and about every 
two to three feet apart. They can be left alone without 
dividing for ten to fifteen years. Each spring give a 
sidedressing of fertilizer. Give plants plenty of sun- 
shine and water.
